In meteorites more than 30 of the terres- 


trial e»erueuts have been found, including 
h>drogen, < arbon and nitrogen, which the 
spectroscope has shown to bo in comets. 
Here a difficult! presents itself. If «ie meteor- 
ic matter Itself were decomposed, we should 
expect to have a more complicated sptvUuin 
from the light of comets. Jt may be that In 
ordlnarj couietary phenomena we have not to 
do with tho breaking up of Uie meteoric mat- 
ter, l>ut with UieseUlngfreeof gasiBoecluded 
within the meteoric matter which forms the 
~>mot's nucleus. In the jear 1867 Prof 
Graham extracted from a meteorite UJ«R» 
It had brought do«u to us from celestial 
space. This meteorite was of the lr»n t)i*, 
and jieldedneirlj three times Itsvoliifneot 
gas, of which 85 per cent, was hjdrogen, 5 
per cent, carbonals oxide, and 10 per cent. 
nitrogen. 
Since that time Prof. Wright 
has experimented with a meteorite of the 
stony type, but containing ^f''*'*"1'0' 
metallic iron. This meteorite yWded similar 
gas, but in different proportions, there being 
a !*.«<* proportion of the oxide of wtoon, 
xv hen at » low temperature carben dioxide 
wns bhlefly gh en off. 
Now, In all these case* 


a spectrum similar to that of comets would 
be given by these gases under suable cundl- 
llons.
